ASSAILED BY TAFT 


NEW YORK, May 30 T h e post* 
war program of th e national re­ 
sou rces planning board "leads di­ 
rectly to th e abolition of local self 
government," asserts Sen. Robert 
A. T aft of Oh io. 
It also leads "to control of all 
indu stry by adm inistrative boards 
h aving 
execu tive, 
legislative 
and 
ju dicial powers and to a 50 per cent 
at> least, socialist economy,"

Cincinnati Repu blican declared in 
an address a t th e 54th annu al con­ 
gress of th e National Society of th e 
Sons of th e American Revolu tion. 
"Th e board gives lip service to 
private enterprise," T aft continu ed, 
"bu t th e m easu res wh ich th ey pro­ 
pose wou ld certainly bring it to an 
u ntim ely end. 
“Th e railroads are apparently to 
be taken over by a national trans­ 
portation agency wh ich sh all also 
control th e bu s lines, air transport 
and pipe lines.
